Early life and education 


John Aratt was born in Petrograd, Russia on 9 May 1917. His 
parents were Francis and Ethel Marion (née Jephcott) Amatt.

Never well known, he amassed numerous television credits in

He had a recurring role in the first two series of the ITV legal drama, 
The Main Chance (1969-70) and in Doctor Who he was the second actor to play Time Lord Cardinal 
Borusa in the serial The Invasion of Time (1978). Later, in the television film, Marple: The Moving Finger 
(1985), he played Reverend Guy Calthrop.!
